_Bitterly attacking the critics of 
President Roosevelt’s recovery pro- 
gram, General Hugh S. Johnson, NRA 
administrator, in an address here 
Thursday night called upon the an- 
tagonists to divulge for whom*they 
speak and demanded that they reveal 
their own plan for economic rehabili- 
tation of the United States. 

The administrator declared that the 
results of NRA already obtained rep- 
resented 25 per cent of recovery, pre- 
dicted a new surge in business and 
assailed foes of the NRA as “leaders, 


guides and scouts of the old road to 
ruin.” He proudly ecalied the results 
of the NRA “the seventh wonder of 
the world,” 

: General Johnson said there would 
be no 30 per cent pay differential be- 
tween southern and northern labor 
and that there would be no 00h 8 
wage acale. 

He spoke before more than 3,500 

ersons in the Atlanta city auditorium 

neath a large paper Blue Eagle 
which hung directly above an enlarged 
photograph of President Roosevelt. 
' There were yells and handclapping 
when Johnson told the gathering that 
the only satisfactory unemploymext 
relief is a job and that the national 
recovery program’ was siving work to 
millions. 

The south, Johnson said, has re- 
ceived as much benefit as any region! 
in the country. 

“The NRA got no yiolent shock,” 
Johnson said, *‘when southern indus- 
trialists tell us that they feel that 
they are entitled to a 30 per cent wage 
dfferential because of the lesser ef- 
ficiency of the labor they employ. 

“It is the first time that I ever 
knew of a community boasting that 
any section of its people are inferior 
to a corresponding group’in any other 
part of the country. 

“Just in order that they may have 
a clear picture of the contrary view 
-—-the northern factories insist that 
they are not to blame for the poor 
“quality of thcir labor and do not see 
why they should be penalized by hav- 
ing to pay higher wages than you do. 

“IT have no doubt that the two po- 
sitions, irreconcilable as they appear, 
are taken with equal sincerity. It is 
a part of our job in arranging the 
codes to see that the north gets no 
bulge on the south, and that the south 
gets no hammer-lock on the north. 

“In other words, we have got to 
fined a practical process that is just 
to both. 

“However it may be worked out, 
you. may: be certain that the north 
will not win its contention for a uni- 
versal wage scale and the south will 
not get its 30 per cent differential.”

Governor Talmadge has communi- 
eated with Congressman John S. 
Wood, of the ninth district, stating 
that as soon as he has official in- 
formation that the federal government 
will appropriate between $40,000 and 


$45,000 for the completion of the 8-| 


mile link of the Tri-State highway in 
Rabun county he will at once pro- 
ceed to have the state duplicate the 
federal appropriation. 

Several days ago Congressman 
Wood made the trip to Washington 
for the purpose of securing govern- 
ment aid for this important unpaved 
Georgia link in a system of paved 
highways exceeding 5,000 miles. — 

This link is in the eastern V-shaped 
corner of Rabun county, Georgia. 

South Carolina has paved up to 
the Georgia line and North Carolina 
down to the state line. The highways 
of both of these states and of Georgia 


are part of the system extending north 
and south from the Atlantic ocean to 


the Mississippi river and the mid- 
west, This 8-mile link is practically 
impassable in the winter and if paved 
would open up north and south travel 
through this vast system of paved 
highways. 

It would be of particular benefit 
to north Georgia in that the govern: 
ment is now paving between Clayton, 
in Rabun county, to Mountain Rest, 
which is midway of this 8-mile Geor 
gia link, This will open up travel 
from South Carolina and North Caro- 
lina to Clayton, where direct con 
nection is made with the Hiawassee 
highway traversing all of the moun- 
tain counties of north Georgia border 
ing North Carolina and the Tennessee 
and providing, in this way, a through 
route to Chattanooga, Memphis and 
the west, 

Congressman Wood _ telegraphed 
from Washington that he had se- 
cured definite promise from the gov:

if Georgia would duplicate it. 

The governor now asks Congress- 
man Wood for official information, 
and it is assured that as soon as it 
is received Georgia will do her part.

Condemning the League of Nations 
and the world disarmament confer- 
ence as futile because they are or- 
ganized on a parliamentary basis, the 
dramatist maintained that “not one 
of the great powers has the slightest 
intention of disarming; all they have 
done is to say ‘16-inch shells are 
rather expensive—do you mind if we 
shoot you with 10-inch shells?” 

Summing up hig survey of the 
world, Shaw declared “Hitler, Mus- 
solini, Stalin, Rogsevelt, De Valers 
and all the others are trying to get 
something done by methods by which 
things can be done.”

Review of the claims of World War 
veterans for disability compensation 
Thursday was being completed by two 
special boards which have heard 1,403 
cases and upheld the contentions of 
739 men that their disabilities were 
actually due to service-connected in- 
juries, 

The boards, meeting at the veterans’ 
administration offices on Peachtree 
road, had turned down the claims of 
628 men, and had 36 decisions yet to 
make, The work will be finished this 
week, it was said, 

Veterans whose claims have been 
disallowed have the right of appeal to 
a special board sitting in Washing- 
ton and yet to be appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

More than 400 veterans were repre- 
sented before the boards by William 
E. Tate, national rehabilitation offi- 
cer of the Disabled American Vet- 
erans, who Thursday praised the 
boards for “fair and just decisions.”

The special boards consist of men 
representing the veterans’ administra- 
tion and members appointed by the 
president. A third board, the first to 
be appointed, has already been dis- 
banded. The special boards were ap- 
pointed to review cases of veterans 
who were seeking to connect their in- 
juries with war service, the veterats 
having previously drawn compensation 
undér a presumption of service-connec- 
tion injuries and the presumption hav- 
ing been abolished by legislative act 
of congress. This act was amended 
later so as to provide for payment of 
presumptive cases pending review of 
their claims to determine actual serv- 
ice connection of injuries. 

D. C. Chalker, of Hawkinsville, Ga., 
is chairman of special board No. 1, 
and J. G. C. Bloodworth, of Decatur, 
is chairman of special board No. 2. 

Claims of veterans have been allow- 
ed in 54.5 per cent of the cases de- 
cided. 

More than 6,000 other cases of vet- 
erans’ claims have been filed and are 
being heard by the regular rating

Four hundred tobacco growers of 
Lowndes county met earlier this week 
and voted unanimously in favor of the 
resolution. Individual protest against 
the prescribed cut on grvuunds that it 
was excessive also was made, — 

Under provision of a preliminary 
agreement. signed by practically ail 
the growers they say a cut not 
more than 30 per cent from the nor- 
mal crop was provided for. County 
Agent R. E. Miller here was advised 
by J. B. Hutson, chief of the tobacco 
division of the administration, that 
Georsia’s base production for 1934 
would be about the same as this year. 

But under a new plan and agree- 
ment there is provision for a cut of 
from 40 to 50 per cent from a normal 
crop in many cases, agricultural lead- 
ers of this section ‘say. 

It was said at the meeting this week 
that severe freeze and blue mold dur- 
ing the transplanting season for to- 
baceo in 1932 reduced production for 
that year to about one-eighth of a 
normal crop. | 

“The 1933 crop was reduced far 
below normal and much greater in 
proportion than the ‘reduction in the 
Carolina belts for the same year,” the 
resolution reads. 

The resolution also explains that 
90 per cent of the Georgia tobacco 
growers have contracted with tenants 
for 1934 upon a basis of not more 
than 30 per cent acreage reduction.

He declared it would be his en- 
deavor to keep the recommended ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year 1935 
down to $2,600,000,000 and added that 
estimate assumed full restoration of 
pay to federal employes.

Willie Richardson, of Savannah. a 
paroled convict, learned Thursday 
that it is just as hard to get into 
prison, if not harder, than to get out.

jail on the old crime, and urged him 
to follow’ the straight and narrow 
path and continue to hunt for a job.
